MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Conversation with Deputy SecDef Duncan, 
8 November 1978 
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3. Deputy SecDef asked if Murphy could have the forthcoming 
Congressional justification book for the CIA. He understood we had 
agreed in the past to exchange copies of these books. I have some vague 
recollection of that and I think I may have made such a commitment. I 
told him there was real sensitivity because of the details of HUMINT, 
proprietaries and other things in the CIA book, but that I would look into 
it. He said that he had been told that Defense had given their Congressional 
justification books both to the IC Staff and to the CIA. At least he indi- 
cated he was told that the CIA had the Defense Congressional justification 
books. I'll need advice on this one , but I asked what Murphy's needs were 
and Charles Duncan said he really didn't know anything specific but he would 
ask Dan.' I said perhaps we could provide him the information he needed 
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without the whole book. Offhand, my reaction is to give him the book 
but one copy only and strictures on its release within Defense. Jim Taylo r

I asked Secretary Duncan if he would see whether. we could receive support 
from the JCS Registry so that we could avoid having to put three people 
onto registry duty. He thought that was certainly reasonable and would 
look into it. 
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We then talked about the probability ot getting National Ldpiuai nammiy 
Commission clearance, local residence clearance, etc. I said I really hadn t 
explored this because I didn't want to get anybody started prematurely. We 
agreed that we would get the Congressional representative from this district 
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(Fisher 7 ) and the three of us would sit down and talk about this at the 
earliest opportunity.

figures I worked over once before from DDA about how many DIA people in 
different components and which ones should come to Langley— this came up 
when Duncan once talked about bringing a portion of the DIA out to Langley.
